The  liquor  in¬ 
terests  will  ask  for  only  an  inch  at  a 
time  and  have  a  pretty  good  argument 
as  to  why  that  inch  will  present  no 
problems.  Sometimes  they  even  will 
argue  that  the  inch  will  be  beneficial. 

They  have  their  strategy  planned 
well,  however,  and  It  ia  the  mile  that 
they  have  in  mind  obtaining  in  the  long 
run.  They  are  patient,  but  they  can 
give  ut  all  a  lesson  In  persistence. 
Tltey  never  give  up. 


They  ha^  very  little  to  be  concerned 
about  in  ktiasissippi.

First,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  people  must  come  to  desiro  to  recapture  the 
community  spirit.  Second,  they  must  work  together  involving  as  many 
and  community  organizations  as  possible.  This  necessitates  tbM  someone  tm 

the  initiative  and  work  at  the  task.  There  are  many  stargazes  who  walk  with  VIS 
as  long  as  we  look  at  the  stars  but  when  we  stub  our  toes  on  the  clouds  of  r^t]^ 

we  fall  down  and  get  angry.  We  must  remember  that  people  out  there  m  the 
countryside  need  ^  community  just  as  we  do.  ’Thirdly,  we  must  conuder  M 
needs,  so  after  the  resources  and  go  to  work  to  rediscover  the  community  spirit 
which  we  have  both  cherished  and  longed  for.

GorTs  Mighty  D^eds  Through  Creation  And  Law 


By  Hardy  B.  Dewhaet,  Jr. 


PsMm  19:1-14 

The  next  five  lessons  in  this  series 
are  based  on  passages  from  the 
Psalms.  Ihe  Psalms  are  poetry  and 
poetry  is  a  form  of  literature  employ- 
iiig  figurative  language.  The  charac¬ 
teristic  of  ancient  Hebrew  poetry  was 
not  rbymn  or  metre.  It  was  a  foniTol 
free  verse  and  made  use  of  paral¬ 
lelisms.  Tlie  four  types  of  paralM  are 
the  synonymous  (saying  the  same 
thii^  in  different  wor^),  antithetical 
(giving  opposing  ideas),  synthetical 
(one  line  farming  the  basis  of  the  sec¬ 
ond)  and  comparative.  The  Psalms 
were  the  hymns  of  ancient  Israel,  and 
tbere  are  more  quotations  from  them 
in  the  New  Testament  than  from  any 
other  aource. 

Psalms  19  contains  a  dual  emphasis. 
The  first  six  verses  focus  on  God’s 
greetwcai  as  seen  in  creation,  and  ver¬ 
ses  seven  through  ten  focus  on  His 
grertnen  in  scripture  with  the  dosing 
verses  expressing  the  p^mist’s 
gratitude  for  Gpd’s  Word.  TMs  dual 
empbaeii  in  the  psalm  has  led  tome  to 
believe  Itiat  the  two  ports  of  the  paalm 
were  originally  separate.  However, 
there  is  a  unifying  theme  and  that  ia 
the  witness  given  to  the  greatness  of 
God. 


1.  Gad’s  Greatness  Is  Seen  la  Hb  Wark 
Verses  14 

’Hie  first  stanza  of  the  psalm  is  a 
general  expression  of  how  God’s  crea¬ 
tive  handwork  witnesses  to  His  great- 


That  God’s  witness  in  creation  is  in¬ 
deed  universally  given  is  the  troth 
stated  in  verse  4. 

The  second  stanza  of  this  psalm  fo- 
cuaes  on  one  example  o(  God’s  great 
creative  power — the  sun  ( verses  41v4). 
The  Lord  has  made  a  dwelling 
( “tent” )  for  the  sun  in  the  heavens  that 
dsciare  His  glory  (verse  4b).  ’The  win 
ia  likened  to  a  “bridegroom”  and  “a 
strong  man”  (verse  9).  Both  images 
speak  of  the  fresh,  lusty  strength  of  a 
young  man. 'The  sun  has  a  set  course  to 
run  and  goes  from  one  end  of  heaven  to 
the  other.  Of  course,  the  sun  does  not 
literally  traverse  a  set  course,  but 
even  today  we  speak  of  the  sumise  and 
sunset.  ’The  psalmist’s  point  in  the 
example  of  the  sun  is  the  fact  that  it 
hM  a  part  in  givii^  creation’s  witness 
about  the  Lord  God.

The  last  deatg- 
nation  speaks  of  the  reverence  one 
should  have  for  the  Word  because  of  all 
it  b.

The  scriptures  are  complete  and  cover

When  John  was  told 
to  take  the  scroll  from  the  angel  and 
eat  it,  he  found  it  to  be  sweet  as  honey 
in  hb  mouth  (Revelation  10;$10).
